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thereof, to appoint, in writing, a reasonable time
thereafter, and give notice thereof in one of the
modes aforesaid to the judge of the court mak-
ing such order, when he will hold such court for
the trial of such action or proceeding and to hold
and attend the same at the time aforesaid by him
appointed for the purpose. The expenses of the
judge requested to hold and holding the court as
aforesaid shall be paid by the county in which the
action shall, on the occasion of holding such court,
be pending.

SEcTiON 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict
with this act are hereby repealed.

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
